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DARE Factor 
Rochester Revives DARE Program

Hands shot up in the sixth grade classroom when 
Officer Kevin Flynn of the Rochester Police Department 
asked about the dangers of cigarette smoking. 

A student displayed a colorful advertisement 
pitching a pack of Camels and pointed out how the 
required Surgeon General's Warning was displayed in 
a small box with tiny type so as not to detract from the 
oversized tobacco product. 

Officer Flynn went around the room and asked 
groups of students to comment on the ads he had given 
them. Then, it was time to do an exercise from the DARE 
Program Workbook — asking students to list their re- 
sponses to being offered a cigarette for the first time. 

It's all part of the recently-resurrected DARE 
Program at Rochester's Memorial School, which Officer 
Flynn has taken on as a personal project after weeks of 
training in New Hampshire. Sadly of late, the DARE Pro- 
gram, which attempts to warn students about the dangers 
of alcohol, tobacco and drug use, has suffered from lack of 
funding from both state and federal sources. 

However, thanks to a supplemental grant award-

ed to the Rochester Police Department and the generosity 
of some local donors. Officer Flynn was able to take on 
the role as the town's DARE Officer and visit four sixth 
grade classrooms at Memorial School on a weekly basis 
for ten weeks of in-class instruction. 

"The textbooks have been donated ... and my 
training in New Hampshire probably cost close to $5,000 
when you factor in paying other officers to cover my 
shifts," Officer Flynn said. "It was an intense program 
— about 80 hours — but many were 10- and 12-hour 
days." 

Both Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee and 
Officer Flynn pushed to bring back DARE to Memorial 
School, despite cutbacks in state funding for the program. 

"It's been something I've been wanting to do for 
a long time," Officer Flynn said. "The department where I 
worked previously, the lieutenant was actually a trainer/

mentor for DARE, so we talked about it quite a bit. And 
(Chief Magee) was formerly the DARE Officer in Matta- 
poisett, so it's a program he strongly supports." 

Since DARE is considered an optional training 
program. Officer Flynn said it was the first on the chop- 
ping block when state budgets tightened. "In Massachu- 
setts, DARE is pretty much a skeleton program right now, 
staffed mostly by volunteers," he said. 

Officer Flynn said Grade 6 students are a key age 
group to teach about the dangers of drug, alcohol and 
tobacco since they will soon be introduced to them via 
peer pressure at the junior and senior high school level. 
"I have a daughter in eighth grade right now, and it's a 
completely different culture," he said.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 
March 21, 2006

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, March 21 at 7:02 pm 
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by Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman David Pierce, and Secre- 
tary Helene Graver. Town Administrator Jack Dolan was 
not present for the meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
March 7 meeting and then met with Betsy Fallon and Dan 
Cooney of the Buzzards Bay Regatta (BBR) Committee at 
7:05 pm to discuss plans for this year's race on August 4, 
5 and 6 to be hosted by the Beverly Yacht Club in Marion 
this year. 

According to Mr. Cooney, they have already met 
with Police Chief Lincoln Miller to review parking and 
traffic plans. Harbormaster Mike Cormier to review race 
details, and also with DPW Superintendent Rob Zora and 
Ruth Ann Walega of the Board of Health to make sure 
boat launching did not interfere with recent drainage and 
runoff changes at Island Wharf. 

"We decided not to have any parking of trailers at 
the Island Wharf site," Mr. Cooney said. "All trailer park- 
ing will be done at the Nauset Marine site." 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Reg Foster of the 
Marion Fireworks Committee for an update on the July 
event. Mr. Foster said his committee checked with other 
neighboring communities — specifically, Wareham and 
New Bedford — to determine the best date for this year's 
display. 

"We've focused in on Saturday, July 1 as the 
date," Mr. Foster said. "We used that as a basis for a Re- 
quest for Proposals (RFPs) for vendors. We received one 
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response for $18,000 from Atlas Fireworks ... (and) we've 
used that vendor before." 

To date, Mr. Foster noted they have raised just 
over $27,000 in private donations. "We are confident we 
can reach our target of $35,000 or $40,000 to cover not 
only the fireworks (display), but also the additional police 
details and other incidentals (by July)," he said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to sanc- 
tion the Fireworks Display to be held on Saturday night, 
July 1, 2006. They also approved awarding the vendor bid 
to Atlas Fireworks as submitted. 

Changing hats, Mr. Foster then met with the 
board along with Old Rochester Community Television 
(ORCTV) Executive Director Brian Alves to discuss the

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needs for Marion's government access cable channel 95 in 
the months ahead. 

"We had some items that needed to be addressed 
... one was that we'd have our own government access 
channel — Channel 95," Selectman Jeffrey said. "If we, 
in fact, do that, we probably want to decide what other 
boards in town we want to regularly videotape. The 
whole point of our contract with Comcast was to not only 
get public access but also government access." 

Selectman Jeffrey asked if the Marion Town 
House could be equipped to tape and/ or broadcast meet- 
ings directly via a remote camera system similar to the 
one now in use at the Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

Mr. Alves said he is researching such equipment 
for both the Marion and Rochester Town Halls and they 
already have the capability to broadcast live from the 
Marion Town House if needed. He added they might 
employ a switcher system based at the ORCTV Studio at 
ORR High School which could control both Marion and 
Rochester locations remotely. 

The board asked both Mr. Alves and Mr. Foster to 
come back to them with an update in about a month with 
regard to plans for Marion's government access channel. 

At 7:40 pm the board met with Dr. Richard Kemp, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee (FinCom), and 
FinCom member Priscilla Ditchfield for an update on the 
budget process. 

"Our committee has been hard at work," Dr.

Kemp said. "We've met with the various town depart- 
ments and we're still finalizing the numbers." 

"The overall fiscal year 2006-2007 budget will see 
about a $1.2 million (jump), or an 8 percent increase," Ms. 
Ditchfield said. "A lot of it is due to the state assessment 
formula (for education). We are in the third year of a four- 
year restructuring of education funding." 

Ms. Ditchfield said the FinCom is proposing to 
use the Reserve Fund this year to absorb some $90,000 
from various department budgets. "We're talking about 
items that are non-salary non-contract type things," she 
said. "The idea would be to transfer them into the Reserve 
Fund and not remove them totally from the budget. It 
would then allow us to better manage these expenses ... 
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and only transfer them out as needed." 

"We've got some things, lil^e medical insurance, 
which are coming in at increases of 10 or 12 percent," 
Selectman Pierce said. "How in the world are we going to 
be able to control (our budgets) if this continues?" 

"As far as medical insurance is concerned, we've 
joined the Gateway Health Group which is an attempt to 
curb these (escalating costs)," Ms. Ditchfield said. 

"I think in the years to come, we're going to have 
to find money wherever we can," Selectman Jeffrey said, 
referring to possible increases in various fees now charged 
by town departments. 

"We have discussed the possibility of charging for 
town (beach) stickers," Ms. Ditchfield added. 

"We have a solution for this (year's) budget with 
Free Cash ... but we're really concerned about 2008," Dr. 
Kemp cautioned. 

The board next reviewed a report submitted by 
the Emergency Medical Services (EMS) Revenue Review 
Committee, established under the purview of the Board of 
Selectmen in February 2005. 

"Summarizing the report, the committee recom- 
mends no changes in the way the EMS is currently run," 
Chairman Henry said. "But I feel the committee has left 
out some important information. Going to a third-party 
billing system for EMS runs, for example, has the po- 
tential of raising an additional $165,000 — that was not 
mentioned in the report. I would entertain a motion that 
the Board of Selectmen direct the EMS Director to begin 
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Dental Cleaning Implants Teeth Whitening 
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using a third-party billing system." 

But Selectman Jeffrey said, based on the fact that 
he was just reading this report for the first time, he wasn't 
comfortable acting on it immediately. Selectman Pierce 
concurred, and Chairman Henry thereby withdrew his 
motion. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Received letters from the Planning Board and 
Board of Health in response to the Selectmen's revised 
proposal for clerical assistance to both boards. The Select- 
men agreed to take both letters under advisement and 
noted that a full-time clerical position has been posted 
both internally and via local publications. 

• Approved a request from Tabor Academy to

'T'm doing it ... I'll probably be spending a lot of 
time (on it) at my house," Ms. Parker said. "The recent 
newspaper publicity and stress has made people reluctant 
to get involved. There was one check which was issued 
and then voided and reissued ... in the next fiscal year. 
That's been resolved." 

According to Ms. Parker, there has been no com- 
munication between Mr Brown and her office since he 
began the auditing process. "He has made no attempt to 
contact me ... I'd much rather do it myself or find some- 
one who's willing to communicate with me so there isn't 
a struggle," she said. "I have an Assistant Town Treasurer 
who was interested in doing it. I will approach her again 
to see if she's still interested in light of the recent (public- 
ity) ... otherwise I will do the reconciliation myself." 

When pressed by the Selectmen as to when she 
thought she would complete the process, Ms. Parker 
simply said she didn't know. At present, she is still work- 
ing on balancing the books for the month of July 2005 and 
she's not sure how long it will take to get up to speed to 
this year, although she's confident it will get done eventu- 
ally 

"I can reconcile the (books), the problem is find- 
ing the time," she said. "There aren't enough hours to get 
things done in here, so I'm going to have to take (some of 
it) home." 

The board asked Ms. Parker to keep them abreast 
of her progress and to let them know if she needed any

also signed and approved a Snow Removal Overexpendi- 
ture of Appropriation as recommended by Town Accoun- 
tant Claudette Coutu. 

Selectman Morse questioned why the account 
was already overextended during an apparently mild 
winter. 

"It's not just snow removal, there was also a lot of 
ice and road sanding," Chairman Laboa said. "We always 
appropriate the same amount and we always overrun this 
budget every year." 

At 7:20 pm the board met with residents from the 
Snows Pond Road area to discuss their ongoing concerns 
with people trespassing on Snows Pond Road, which has 
been deemed a private way.

case is that although the road has been deemed a private 
way, there isn't a clear-cut delineation of private versus 
public property. As such, their best option might be to get 
a "no trespass" order issued by the court so the Police De- 
partment could have something in-hand to enforce future 
violations. 

"I've been there for 14 years and now you're tell- 
ing me to fend for myself?" Mr. Zussy said. "I pay taxes 
and I don't get any (town) services.

of the traffic issues that plague our community. If you know 
Crescent Beach, you know it is a congested community, with 
houses built very close to the road and one another. There are no 
sidewalks, and many of the residents bike, run and walk along 
Angelica. The traffic has been an ongoing problem, with many 
phone calls to the Mattapoisett Police each summer asking for 
assistance to slow the traffic. The road is marked 20 MPH, but 
from my deck on Angelica Avenue, I observe most trucks and 
cars going 40 to 60 MPH. Why do we want to further jeopardize 
our children's safety by increasing traffic by at least 300 vehicle 
trips per day? 

The builder plans to widen and pave a small private, 
dirt road. Beach Street, in order to access the land he plans to 
develop. This dirt road is home to many families and Raymond 
Hall, our community building. This building is used by all 
residents of our beach community, especially the children. They 
walk or ride their bikes to the Hall, leaving their bikes along the 
side of Beach Street while they play games and socialize inside. 
The public safety issue of increasing vehicle traffic along An- 
gelica Avenue and Beach Street is a real and potentially deadly 
threat. 

I have addressed a few issues that I am concerned 
about. However, there are many other factors that need to be 
considered before accepting this proposal. I can only hope that 
the town officials will be very thorough and thoughtful in ac- 
cessing this proposal.

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V for Vendetta. Starring Natalie Portman 
and Hugo Weaving. Directed by James 
McTeigue.

In V for Vendetta, screenwriters/producers 
ndy and Larry Wachowski (of the Matrix tril- 
ogy) pour all of their fear and loathing of the 
Bush administration into a dystopian melodrama. 
The problem is, this particular story shouldn't be 
about the Bush/Cheney gang. British writer Alan Moore, mapping out the 
original V comic book in the early '80s, aimed his barbs straight at the heart 
of the Thatcher government. And his tale was less about political alarmism 
than about a romantic carpe diem ethos in which the anarchy of individuality 
trumps the jackboot of conformity. Obviously it's a theme close to the hearts 
of the siblings who pitted Neo against computer domination. But it gets lost 
amid too much thunder, not enough poetry, and too many senseless changes 
to Moore's narrative. 

As in the comic, a dark loner known only as V (Hugo Weaving) prowls 
London in a cloak and a mask patterned after Guy Fawkes, who famously 
tried to blow up Parliament in 1 605. It's the near future, and England is under 
a totalitarian regime that rose from the ashes of war and plague. (America, 
we're told, is a shadow of its former self.) V's mission is to wipe out the fascist 
machine and restore control to the people. He warms up by blowing up Big 
Ben, and later commandeers the British broadcasting system to deliver his 
message to the oppressed and oppressors alike. He also rescues young Evey 
Hammond (Natalie Portman) from rapist policemen and whisks her back to 
his lair, full of banned pop culture like Julie London on the jukebox and The 
Count of Monte Cristo on the telly. 

So far, so good. But the Wachowskis (who gave this project to their 
longtime assistant director James McTeigue to helm) don't have much to say 
beyond Totalitarianism = Bad, Freedom = Good. Alan Moore made an elo- 
quent case for art surviving the maw of conformity; "Anarchy must embrace 
the din of bombs and cannon-fire," his V soliloquized, "but always must it 
love sweet music more." The Wachowskis hit some of the same notes, but 
they don't come anywhere near Moore's sweet music. When the script sticks 
close to Moore — as in a bravura anecdote about Valerie, a lesbian movie star 
turned casualty of the homophobic regime — it works best. Which, sadly, is 
seldom. 



The look of Vfor Vendetta is perfect: blooms of orange fire at midnight, 
reflected off black latex and sharp steel. The film is a fine Viking funeral for 
the late cinematographer Adrian Biddle, who died last year after completing 
it. And I'd be lying if I said the film's bracketing sequences of destruction 
didn't give me a surge of adrenaline; it's hard not to succumb when the " 1 8 12 
Overture" bellows in accompaniment. (It sounds cheesy on paper, but plays 
beautifully.) But the film is a muddle, trying to shoehorn too much from a 
265-page comic into a 1 32-minute film, and adding things that make little sense 
or improvement — mosdy ham-handed allusions to America under Bush. 

The heavy breathing in the press over whether Vfor Vendetta "glorifies 
terrorism" is nonsense. V only blows up empty buildings and only kills those 
who have done a lot to deserve his vengeance (or who try to kill him); he's 
not a terrorist, he's a garden- variety vigilante, only the thugs he takes down 
are enemies in high places. The various heroes in Sin City (also based on 
graphic novels) did much the same thing, on a smaller scale. And the theme 
of the little guy against the machine is nothing new: Orwell, Bradbury, Terry 
Gilliam, and many others have walked this path before. This movie simply 
adds nothing to the gallery of dystopian art — where Moore's book already 
hangs quite prominently — aside from an embittered topicality that will look 
dusty in a decade or so. 

It's capably acted — Stephen Rea sags expressively as the inspector on 
V's trail; Portman carries off Evey's arc from naif to radical with aplomb. 
But the film shouts when it should sing. Bombastically insecure, it treats the 
audience like V treats Evey, preaching condescendingly and instructing us to 
watch the fireworks. But, as it has been translated and condensed for multi- 
plex consumption, it really has no deeper meaning beyond the fireworks. V 
for Vendetta has already been denounced in some quarters as dangerous and 
irresponsible. But at heart it's as unwittingly conformist as those rebellious 
throngs of British citizens at the end, wearing their identical Guy Fawkes 
masks and cloaks, an army of Vs obliterating their own individuality for the 
sake of a cool visual.
